Dr. Warren Hamilton, direc­ 
tor of special services, who led 
a discussion of the guidance 
and counselling program of the 
district, said there are several 
important facts to the program 
for helping each child get
right education for 
worlt or schooling.

1. Individualized guidance is 
needed for each student.

2. All students, both brighter 
and slower, receive this help.

3. The guidance and instruc­ 
tional programs are not separate, 
but go hand in hand.

4. The parent and the teacher 
are the key parts of the program.

5. The school district has 
trained psychologists and other 
personnel to help pa-rente and 
teachers.

6. Guidance is a "team" effort 
by all persons involved school 
personnel, parents, students, and 
teachers.

Robert Dollarhide, school psy­ 
chologists, told the group that 
aptitude and achievement tests 
are given to all students through­ 
out their school careers. As chil­ 
dren reach high school, they also 
are given vocational and interest 
tests to help counsellors guide 
them in the correct programs, in 
cooperation with parents and 
teachei*.

Special classes for students 
whom tests show aa'e top aca­ 
demically are provided by the 
district, Dale Harter, principal 
of North High School told the 
group. Thevse include summer 
school classeas, honors courses, 
and special advanced classes at 
El Camino.

In many cases, lower classmen 
are allowed to take more diffi­ 
cult courses usually reserved for 
juniors <»nd seniors, he said. In 
all cases, students are given this 
more difficult work, if tests in­ 
dicate that their ability and ma­ 
turity would allow them to do 
it. Parents also are corwilted, 
he said.

Reporting on bhe v work experi­ 
ence program, Hamilton said 
that the district divides its pro­ 
gram into three parts selling, 
various other vocational work, 
and exploratory work in various 
fields. For working in stores, 
doctor's offices, recreaticu aides, 
and other types of businesses, 
students may get credit. They 
receive school training before 
going out to do the work.

Both freshmen a/id seniors 
ludy various vocations in class, 

to help them get an idea of their 
future job preference and to 
help them take appropriate cour­ 
ses. Upon graduation, the stud­ 
ents get aid from the College 
Rntrance Exams and a battery 
of tests from the State Depart­ 
ment of Employment.
